Gov. Thayer Rescind* His Call—The R ea­ 
sons Given. 
L incoln, Neb., June 2.—Gov. Thayer 
has issued a proclamation revoking tho 
call for tile special session of tin* Legis­ 
lature June 5. 
He says; 
“ A legal question has arisen which 
may effect future results as to the legisla­ 
tion to be enacted by this Legislature at 
the proposed special session. 
I am ad­ 
vised by eminent authority, among the 
very highest legal authority in the State, 
that grave results may follow the pas­ 
sage 
of 
laws 
by 
the 
Legis­ 
lature 
in 
its 
present 
condition, 
and that such laws may be declared 
void. 
Tile opinion is most pronounced 
and emphatic. 
The cause of these 
opinions is found in tho fact that sev­ 
eral districts in the State will be with­ 
out representation. 
The difficulty ha- 
arisen from the fact that a number of 
members of the Legislature have been 
appointed to lucrative positions in the 
cities and counties, and others have re­ 
moved from their districts, 
w h i c h fa c t 
disqualifies them from holding seats in | 
tlie Legislature. 
The s t a t u t e r e q u i r e s 
that before the convening of the Leg­ 
islative body in special session the va­ 
cancies shall he lilied by special elec­ 
tion. The command is imperative: there­ 
fore, in order to remove the difficult:. 
it 
would 
he 
necessary to 
post 
pone the time of the meeting of the 
Legislature to a subsequent d ito and to 
order elections in the vacant districts, 
which might extend the session to mid 
summer. 
Rather than prolong the agi­ 
tation of this special session and cause 
elections to take place at this time, and 
to save expenses to tin* State, and in 
view of the legal difficulties, I have de­ 
cided to rescind the call for a sperm’ 
session.”
